Th> Little Pests and How They
Disseminate Malaria.

PARASITE AND ITS EHISTORY

Virginian-Pilot.

It had long been known that any
eontinucd prevalence of malarial fever
was atiended by the occurrence of ex-
tensive changes, apparently of a de-
generative character, in the physical
condition of the blood, and these
changes, says the London Times, when
they were made the subjects of investi-
gation by the aid ol modern micro-
gcopes, were traced to the presence of
parasites aa invariable concomitants
of the dicease. Blood owes ite
color to the presence of In-
namerable minute bodies called
its red corpuscles, bodies s» minute
and so numerous that a single cubic
milimetre of blood contains an average
of about five millions of them, and it
was within these corpuscles that the
parasites were discovered. - Malarial
fevers are characterized by the definite
exacerbations and intermissions, and it
soon became apparent that these were
severally coincident, in pdlnt ol time,
with stecessiye stages of the hfe his:
tory of the parasite, each attaek of
fever denoting the hatching of a new
brood, and presenling the successive
stages of shivering, cf heat, and of
swealing, coincidentally with their
growth and development, at the con-
clusion of which each corpusele which
had been invaded by them perished,
and its functions z8 a carrier of oxygen
to the tissues was abolished.

Unlike the now lamihar vegetable
parasites collectively called microbes;
by which s0 many other diseasrs ste
otcasioned, the parasite of malaria be-
longs to the animal kingdom, but,
like the microbes, its numters in-
crease with amazing rapidity. Until
they reach to a considerable amount,
the parasite woald not be productive
of eerious symptoms, but by the time
that an attack of fever 13 fairly estab-
lished; theee numbers often amount to
something like 250,000,000, ana thence
would range upward to 1,000,000,000.
It had lcug been known that quinine
was the most potent of all remedies
for agae, pnd its administration at all
sorts of times and in all sorts of doses
had gradually led fo the experimental
determination of the conditions of its
greatest efficacy, but prior to the dis-
covery of the parasite, it was regarded
as being essentially “anti-periodie” 1n
its effects—that 18 to say, as exerling
rythmical recurrence of morbid pneu-
monia. The discovery of the parssite
led to the farther discovery tbat quin-
ine cured agite simply by poisoning
the parasite, and that it was most
effective for this purpose when given
in such doses and 1n such away as to
be present in the blood in sufficient
quantity during a certain period of
their growth. But it seldom killed
thgm a'l, and more usually left a few
individuals, perhaps more or less lan-
guishing, but still living and repro-
ducing their kind, and eapable of giy-
ing riee to a fresh attack of fever, even
atter the lapze of many months,

The next stage in the investigation
was to ascertain through what channel
the malaria parasite became introduced
into the human body ; and Dr. Patrick
Maneon, who had previously traced
another form of 1nfection to the mas-
guiio, wase, we believe, the first to sug-
gest that this insect was the most
probable delinquent. The investiga-
tion of Major Ross, to whose letter
elaxming priority we were glad to give’
insertion Wednesday, finally establich-
ed the correctness of the hypothesis
The particular mosquito concerned is
of the species known to naturalials as
Anopheles, and the eyiderce of the
erime is complete. He, or rather she,
for the ladies of the family are the sole
offendere, 19 furnished with salivary
glands which secrete the poicon which
she injects into ber bites. A female
may be batehed from a eaptured larvs
and fed for the first time by being per-
mitted to bite a man suffering from
fever. She will ewaliow one or more of
the parasites or their spores as part of
her meal, and, if kept in confinement,
their life within her body may be ob-
served ‘Abey ultimately find their
way from ber stomach to her malivary
glands which secrete poison with the
poison into the blocd of the next vie-
tim wbom she may select or ma) be
fornished with. The procees can be
watched from beginning to end, and it
conatitutes a chain of morbid action
of the most Interestiog and curious
character, which at the same time

‘completely clears up the whole ques-
tion of the nature and eausation of the_

fever.
All specalation about air, about soil,

about “malarial belts,” and the Iike
haye been rendered obsolete. There
18 no reason to believe that the paragite
finds access to the human body through

or “‘mosquitoes” which 1nfest regicns
free from malaria are examples of Ap-
opheles. It this particular insect
could be extirpated, there Is every rea-
son to hope that malarious fevers
would disappear from the earth ; and,
lortunately, the extirpation does not
eeem lhkely to present any insurmount-
able difficulty. The eggs are laid in
water, and the larvae, when bhatched,
live In water for ab>ut a week before
thoy assume the mosquito form. Ae
larvae, like those of the common gnat,
they rise to the sulrace of the water to
breathe ; and s film ¢! 0il un this sur-
face is speedily fatal to them, by block-
ing up their air spirazles The fully
formed moequito lives fur many weeks
but is not presumed to travel far, and
probably always obtains its food within
easy reach o! its natiye pool of water,
to which it pertodically returns for
the purpose of depcsiting its eggs.
Much may be dona therefore by dry-
ing up the pools in the vicinity of
houses, or by treating them once a week
with a film of kercsene oil. Much
may be done also by killing the ma-
ture insect when resting upon a wall
afler its meal ; and it is to be noted
that the true Anopheles rests with its
body almost at right angles to the sur-
face of the wall, while the absolutely
or comparatively harmless gnat resta
with 1ts body parallel to the wall, or
even somewhat inclining towards it.
The little book or pammphlet to which
wa refer contains instructions for iden-
tifying and destroying the Anopheles,
both 1n its adalt and 1n its larval
formse, and also for rendering babita-
tions in the tropics as sale as may be
poasible against 1ts incursions. The
tvhole of the few pages of which it con-
sistaare written with admiraole trevity
und clearness, and should enable
Englishmen, armed in complete pano-
ply of knowledge, to preserye their
bealth in regions which have proved
only too fatal to many generations of
their predecessors.

Both
pulled out their watches and eight
minutes had ticked away when there
was a slight etir in the salt heap and
out walked the fly, as good as ever.
